In early October, many 
Albertans were outraged over 
the firing of an Alberta doctor 
who had made public his 
endorsement of the Kyoto 
accord. You may recall that 
Dr. David Swan was fired by 
the Palliser Health Authority 
after he suggested that the 
“connection between human 
health and fossil-fuel burning 
is so strong that we have to 
put that together with Kyoto. 
We know that climate change 
is affecting us in a larger 
number of ways in terms of 
our health: extreme weather 
events and the damage, 
drought and changes in water 
and temperatures. Water 
quantity and water quality 
have direct impacts on 
peoples’ health.” 


For some of us, this firing 
brought back memories of 
yet another firing by the Klein 
government. This time it was 
the Calgary Public School 
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Board, a democratically 
elected board fired in 1999 
for refusing to balance its 
budget. Whenever these 
firings occur, talk runs 
rampant about the rise of 
the totalitarian state in 
Alberta and people begin to 
censor themselves to avoid 
risking government 
disapproval. 


I think it’s important we 
keep our eye on the ball in 
this debate. Yes, it’s true 
that the government puts the 
chill on dissent, but it does 
it infrequently and in the 
case of Dr. Swann, it is 
often forced to back down 
from its stance after public 
outcry. The rest of the 
censorship, we do to 
ourselves. I’ve seen this 
self-censorship or self- 
limiting happen time and 
time again; when arts 
organizations chose one 
program over another to 
please funders; or when 
service organizations do 
not speak out when 
government programs 
affect their clients; even 
when I’m told that I wasn’t 
inviled |) to 4..certain 
community functions 
because of fear of reprisal 
by government. 


This is our democracy. It’s 
ours to insist upon and we 
can’t do that by hiding in the 
shadows for fear of what 
government will do - 
because the fact is the Klein 
Conservatives can’t do 
much - unless we let them. 
Don’t let them. 


The Fall session of the 
Legislature will resume on 
November 19th and I expect 
it to be a very short session, 
likely only until early 


December. I encourage you 
to come down to the Leg. 
and watch Question Period 
Monday through Thursday at 
1:30 or the bill debates 
anytime until 5:30pm or 
after 8:00pm in the evening. 
Just call Penny at my office 
to arrange for a security 
pass. 


The ever-popular Legislature 
grounds Christmas light up 
will likely be on Monday 
December 2nd at about 
4:45. Come down to the Leg 
grounds for cocoa, choirs 
and the turning on of the 
lights.

With those two 
questions in mind, I thought I 
would shed some light on what we 
do, what is expected of us and why 
I did it. 


In Edmonton alone, there are quite 
a few titles to run for. Not only is 
there Mr. and Ms. Edmonton 
Leather, but there are various titles 
handed out by the bars, and the 
Imperial Sovereign Court of the 
Wild Rose. There are the Empress 
and Emperor, Mr. and Ms. Gay 
Edmonton, Entertainer of the Year, 
and so on and so forth. 


So what is the point? Well, in the 
regular world, they have Miss 
Universe, Mr. Universe, 
Politicians, Royalty, celebrities, 
and the like. These people run 
around and try and help the world 
at large. Most do so by bringing 
attention to a charity they feel 
close to. They also tend to bring 
_ some form of either prestige or 
attention to their hometown. 


So why have titleholders in our 
community? Well, the gay 
community has always had its own 
causes near and dear to its heart. 
Many of these causes have either 
been ignored or shut down by the 
straight community as a whole. It’s 
largely the gay community that 
has funded the fight for gay rights.

It 
was the gay community that 
started raising money and 
attention in the fight against 
AIDS. We have funded our 
community centers and sport 
groups. Many of the 
fundraisers have been helped 
along by having a titleholder 
either involved or at the helm. 


To try and get this point across, 
let me try and bring to you the 
three things I am trying to get 
done this year as Mr. 
Edmonton Leather. 
Remember, this is what I am 
looking at doing. Every 
titleholder brings their own 
personality and strengths 
during their 

year in the

One is to bring 
more visibility to 
leather. Leather 
is an often 
misunderstood 
segment of the 
community. 
Leather itself 
has such a 
broad meaning. 
My job this 
year is to try 
and educate 
pecrorp lex 
especially those 
who are interested in getting 
involved in the leather scene, 
about all the aspects of this 
lifestyle. This is done either 
though workshops, like Tops 
& Bottom being held next 
month by Northern Chaps. It 
is also done through events 
and by just getting out and 
talking to people. What being 
a titleholder does is gives me 
that opening in the door. Bars 
seem much more willing to 
allow me to hold an event if 
they know I am Mr. Edmonton 
Leather. 


Second is to bring more 
visibility to the gay community 
of Edmonton in general. 
Perhaps you may have not 
noticed but Alberta, and 


Edmonton as a whole, is 
booming. In that great influx of 
people that are moving to 
Alberta this year, a chunk of 
them will be gay. These are 
often people who have lived in 
Toronto, Montreal, and 
Vancouver. They are coming 
here either for a change of pace 
or for work. It is vital that we 
promote gay life here, and stop 
this constant out flux of people 
who leave here cause Edmonton 
is “lame”. Edmonton is not 
lame, it’s different. Edmonton is 
not Toronto, or San Francisco, 
nor does it need to be. We have 
an albeit small, but vibrant gay 
life, and for those who’s world 
expands beyond bars and baths, 
there are so many things and 
organizations to enjoy. When I 


travel, I try to tell people that 
this is a great place to be, and 
that they should come for a visit, 
or consider the job offer they 
got from one of Edmonton’s 
growing companies. Alberta, at 
times, has a bad rep from gays 
who see this province as right 
wing and gay unfriendly. We 
need to try and change some of 
those perceptions. 


Third, and perhaps for me the 
most important, is to do work for 
charity. My two charities of 
choice this year have been HIV 
Edmonton and Living Positive. 
Titleholders past and present 
have chosen an array of groups 
to raise money for. We use our 
titles to not only bring attention 
to the work these organizations 


do, but to help raise money so they 
can do their work. Large scale title 
holders (Mr. International Leather 
comes to mind), are often a 
drawing card to charity events all 
over North America, Europe and 
Australia. 


So why all this info? Well look at 
this as a help wanted ad. One thing 
that seems to reign supreme in the 
gay world these days is apathy. 
People want an Emperor and 
Empress; they want Mr. and Ms. 
Edmonton Leather. They enjoy the 
shows, they appreciate the charity 
work. Yet it seems to be harder and 
harder to get people interested in 
running for these titles. Yes it can 
be a great deal of work, and the 
out of pocket expense can be high. 
In return, however, you get a great 
deal of satisfaction from 
doing good work. Also, 
you often get to meet 
some interesting folk both 
in and out of town. As the 
year rolls along, I hope to 
see more of you out and 
about. Also, think about 
getting involved. There 
are many great gay 
organizations in this city 
that need your help and 
support.

Churches everywhere are deeply 
divided over the inclusion of gay, 
lesbian, bisexual and 
transgendered people in the 
church. The conflict arises out of 
how we use the Bible. 


Those that suggest homosexuality 
is asin will quote Leviticus 20:13 
in the Old Testament which 
reads, “Ifa man lies with a male 
as with a woman, both of them 
have committed an abomination; 
they shall be put to death”. Many 
interpreters will assert that the 
first half of the verse, “Ifa man 
lies with a male as with a woman, 
both of them have committed an 
abomination” is culturally 
relevant for our day, warning us 
of contemporary moral decay, 
even if the verse was written 
3,000 years ago. At the same 
time they’ Il insist that the second 
half of the verse, “they shall be 
put to death” is the quaint relic 
of an ancient past that is obviously 
not relevant for today. 
Tragically, some have found 
interpretative consistency in their 
hatred. The murder of Matthew 
Shepherd or the hateful slogans 
used by Fred Phelps would 
seem to echo that Old Testament 
theme. Many have quoted 
Leviticus as justification for their 
violence and hatred toward 
GLBT people. 


If the Old Testament becomes 
too problematic for those 
looking to justify discrimination 
against us, they will turn to the 
New Testament, often quoting 
the first chapter of Romans, in 
which Paul describes what 
happens to those who practice 
idolatry. Along with references 
to same gender intimacy Paul 
writes; “They were filled with 
every kind of wickedness, evil, 
covetousness, malice...envy, 
murder, strife, deceit, craftiness, 
they are gossips, slanderers, 
God haters, insolent, haughty, 
boastful, inventers of evil, 
rebellious toward parents 
....those who practice such 
things deserve to die....” 
(Romans 1:18-32). 

Ironically those who suggest that 
Paul’s wrath should be taken 
literally towards GLBT people 
rarely apply the same invective 
“,.those who practice such 
things deserve to die...” to 
“gossips” and “rebellious 
children” otherwise we 
would have very few people 
left to attend our schools 
and churches! 

Sadly we ignore Paul’s 
profound words in the very 
next verse, “Therefore you 
have no excuse, whoever 
you are, when you judge 
others; for in passing 
judgment on another you 
condemn yourselves, 
because you, the judge, are 
doing the very same things.” 
(Romans 2:1) 


When sacred, ancient words 
are used to justify human fears, 
anger and prejudices, it is an act 
of violence. Such hermeneutic 
has nothing to do with God, 
“biblical authority” or shallow 
definitions of righteousness. 


Listen to what Peter has to say 
in the 10th chapter of the book 
of Acts. It describes the 
encounter between the apostle 
Peter and Cornelius, a Roman 


centurion. Peter is a Jewish 
follower of Jesus as the 
Messiah. Cornelius is a devout 
and generous gentile, sincerely 
interested in Judaism but 
considered a pagan or “infidel” 
by orthodox Jewish standards. 
By Jewish law in the Old 
Testament, Peter should have 
nothing to do with one such as 
Cornelius; shouldn’t enter his 
home, shouldn’t share a meal, 
shouldn’t even shake his hand, 
or Peter would be defiled. Yet 
angels and the spirit speak to 
both men with new and 
astonishing truth. In spite of 
centuries of religious 


instruction regarding the Jewish 
dietary laws in the Old 
Testament, Peter is told that he 
may eat and touch anything, 
“What God has made clean, 
you must not call profane.” 
Encountering Cornelius for the 


first time, Peter says, “You 
yourselves know that it is 
unlawful for a Jew to associate 
with or to visit a Gentile; but 
God has shown me that I 
should not call anyone profane 
or unclean.”(verse 28) Peter 
enters Cornelius’ home, 
something forbidden for a Jew, 
and burst out his good news, 
“It’s God’s own truth, nothing 
could be more plain: God plays 
no favourites! It makes no 
difference who you are or 
where you are from — if you 


want God and are ready to do 
as God says, the door is 
open.” ( verses 34-35) 

The Holy Spirit moves the 
faithful to radically re-interpret 
their own scriptures. The Holy 
Spirit moves two men who 
were strangers and ritually 
estranged to become brothers. 
The Holy Spirit reveals through 
Jesus all people receive 
forgiveness and new life. 


God’s love is not offered on 
the basis of what the Bible said 
in the past, on the basis of 
one’s religion, nationality, 
gender or class. Anyone who 
“wants” God. ..anyone who is 
open to the dynamic reality of 
the Living God in our 
lives...and anyone who does 
what is required, justice, 
mercy and humility, is 


acceptable to God. God 
shows no partiality. 


Now are these ancient and 
sacred words culturally 
relevant for our times? Or is 
this “gay, transgendered 
liberal” preacher manipulating 
them for his own theological 
and political agenda? It is a fair 
question if] am going to apply 
it to others. In the end the 
answer resides in you. We all 
have to ask ourselves, “What 
is God speaking to us today?” 


We don’t just take the words 
of anyone, preacher or not, as 
the final authority of the Bible. 
It belongs to all of us, not just 
the so-called experts. And its 
meaning is found in our 
relationship with God. 


The spirit and truth of the 
Bible isn’t found merely in 
the ink of its pages. The 
Word of God is a dynamic 
and living spirit discovered 
in its reading, unleashed in 
community, heard in the 
heart as well as the head. 
It moved the faithful to 
oppose and end slavery 
centuries ago in spite of 
the Bible’s words. It 
moved the faithful to insist 
that woman be allowed to 
vote in this country a 
century ago and still 
struggles for their full 
inclusion in equality in 
spite of the Bible’s words. 
It moved a nation to 


| confront its own racism and 


end legal segregation fifty 
years ago. 

One of that nation’s 
greatest prophets, Rev. Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr., 
stood up boldly and 
dreamed that one day we 
would judge his children 
“not by the color of their 
skin but by the content of 
their character”. 

Would that people of faith 
would apply the same ethic 
in our churches. 

I pray that one day, as gay, 
lesbian, bisexual and 
transgendered people, we 
will be judged by our 
character, not just our 
sexual orientation. I pray 
that the churches and 
communities of faith will 
some day soon end its 
hypocritical policies of 
denying ordination to gay, 
lesbian, bisexual and 
transgendered people and 


restricting our access to 
churches for the purposes 
of ‘celebrating”™ jour 
commitments with each 
other. I pray that people of 
faith will listen to the living 
spirit of God when sacred 
and ancient words rather 
than using them to justify 
their fears and bias. 

God shows no partiality. 
God has opened the door 
that the churches continue 
to bolt shut. We have seen 
enough of what the world 
will do when it uses religion 
as the pretext for violence. 
But God’s truth will prevail 
and we must continue to 
respond to God’s call and 
seek justice for all.

Census 
Results: 
A Big 
Step 
Forward 


From EGALE 


Statistics Canada released 
today the results of the 
2001 Census, which, for 
the first time ever, asked 
a question about same- 
sex relationships. The 
results show a total of 


34,200 same-sex 
common-law couples 
reporting their 


relationships, representing 
0.5% of couples that 
reported. About 15% of 
lesbian couples and 3% of 


gay male couples reported 
raising children. Today’s 
figures are higher than the 
results obtained the first 
time the question was 
asked in the United States 
(0.3% in 1990) or in New 
Zealand (0.4% in 1996). 
Reporting of same-sex 
couples increased by more 
than 300% in the United 
States from the first time 
the question was asked in 
1990 to the second time it 
was asked in 2000, when 
1% of couples reported 
being in a same-sex 
relationship. 


*We welcome today’s 
results as a first step 


. towards building a national 


profile of the lesbian, gay 
and bisexual 
communities,” said John 
Fisher, Executive Director 
of Egale, a national 
organization committed to 
advancing equality and 
justice for lesbians, gays, 
bisexuals and 
transgendered people, and 


their families, across 
Canada. “Although 
today’s results provide 
only a minimum baseline 
of the number of same- 
sex couples willing to self- 
identify to the 
government, 34,000 
couples, or 68,000 
individuals, still represents 
a population the size of a 
town like Drummondville, 


North Bay or Red Deer. 
Also significant is the fact 
that the census shows 
same-sex couples 
reporting their 
relationships in every 
province and territory of 


Canada, from 12,500 
couples in Ontario to 15 
couples in Nunavut, and 
everywhere in-between. 
Same-sex couples were 
also reported in virtually 
every federal riding of 
Canada, which sends a 
powerful message to 
Members of Parliament - 
some of whom believe 
that lesbian, gay and 
bisexual issues do not 
affect their rural ridings - 
that same-sex couples 
are an integral part of 
Canadian family life, in 
communities large and 
small, rural and urban, 
across the country.” “The 
fact that the question was 
asked at all is significant,” 
said Jéro6me St-Denis, 
who has been in a same- 
sex relationship with 
Fisher for more than 7 
years. “When John and | 
filled out the 1996 census, 
we were excluded, and 
felt marginalized and 
invisible. The 2001 
Census was a chance for

us to count ourselves in, 
and see our relationship 
recognized by our 
government. That in itself 
is an indication of how 
much has changed in 
recent years. The Census 
represents how we see 
ourselves as Canadians 
and is a reflection of our 
national identity. All 
Canadians can take pride 
in the fact that our 
country’s national profile 


includes same-sex 
couples.” 
“It is important to 


emphasize that our right 
to equality does not 
depend on a numbers 
game or a popularity 
contest - it is guaranteed 
by the Constitution,” 
added Fisher. “We also 
recognize that there will 
be significant under- 
reporting of same-sex 
relationships this first 
time the question is 


asked. Many lesbians, gays 
and bisexuals are not 
comfortable identifying 
themselves to their family, 
friends or employers, let alone 
the federal government. We 
have to remember that this is 
a government which, even 
today, is facing us across a 
courtroom, fighting to 
maintain discriminatory 
marriage laws. The fact that 
15% of lesbian couples and 
3% of gay male couples are 
parenting children totally 
undermines the government’s 
argument that same-sex 
couples should be denied the 
right to marry because they 
are not parenting children.” 
Egale also pointed out that the 
census results only address 
cohabiting same-sex couples, 
not lesbians, gays or bisexuals 
who are single, or who are not 
cohabiting with a partner. Nor 
do the census results contain 
any information on 
transgendered Canadians

AIDS Awareness Week 
2002 is focusing on 
stigma; stigma caused by 
HIV, stigma attached to the 
lifestyles that are attributed 
to the spread of HIV and 
stigma associated with our 
own perceptions about HIV.

I’m pissed off because, still, 
in 2002/3 we are dealing 
with HIV/AIDS as if it 
arrived yesterday; few 
successes, no plans. 


I’mpissed offbecause, after 
20 years of finger pointing, 
the stigma still 
remains...this is a gay 
man’s disease and I am not 
a gay man. 


I am pissed off because in 
2002, 20 years after the 
recognition of HIV as the 
devil among us, we are still 
dealing with the phenomena 
of stigmatization, a multi- 
faceted layer of 


discrimination, as a means 
of addressing the issue. 


I’m pissed off because even 
today, at its height, a good 
number of moralists 
believed that HIV wasa great 
way of dealing with the “gay 
issue”. 


I’m pissed off because a 
sexual culture that evolved 
from being kicked in the 
teeth in back alleys remains 
a definitive sexual fantasy. 


I’m pissed off because we 
treat sexual addiction as a 
lifestyle choice while 
smoking gets to be a habit. 


I’m pissed off because the 
glory holes haven’t been 
boarded over and because 
you want them to be. 


I’m pissed off because after 
centuries of 
discrimination, stone 
throwing and death, you still 
don’t understand why we 
have bathhouses. 


I’m pissed off because on 
the grand scale, all of the 
hype over how gay/ 
bisexual/MSM men have 
sex with one another

Our presence is largely 
invisible in the world, as is 
our history. This came home 
to me on a recent visit to 
Mississauga to give my 
stepmother some respite 
from caring for my 93-year- 
old father. He is still in pretty 
good shape, albeit pretty 
short of memory. But I did 
see him checking out a very 
attractive woman (who | also 
was noticing) as she crossed 
the street. I commented on 
her and we both chuckled. 


Part of the visit was to go to 
Alliston, Ont., to meet with 
a distant cousin, who has 
done extensive work on my 
mother’s family history. 
Now, I got quite lost in the 
details, but I think this 
woman is the wife of a 
second cousin of mine. 
Anyhow, she had been quite 
keen on doing this story and 
had spent many, many hours 
researching and 
photocopying information. 
She gave me a set and it fills 
three large binders, and 
according to Westjet’s 
scales, the box weighed 25 
pounds. That’s a lot of 
genealogy. 


Now Helen, the researcher 
had visited my brother in 
BC a few years ago to gather 
information. For each of his 
son’s there was the 
information on their dates 
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of birth, their wives names 
and so forth, neatly listed. 


For me, my life seems to 
have stopped when I married 
and divorced. Now I am sure 
my brother told her about 
my relationship with my 
partner, but not a peep 
appears in the records. 


The trip to Alliston took 
place on a hot, humid day 
and as we Sat in the living 
room chatting after lunch 
(Dad reclined on the sofa 
and snored through most of 
the visit), Helen showed me 
the work. When we came to 
the research page with my 
name on it, I smiled and said 
“Oh, let me tell you the date 
of the divorce, and the name 
of my partner, Anna, and our 
anniversary date”. The 
silence was amazing, broken 
only by snores from Dad. I 
continued to smile and 
fumbled around for pen and 
paper to provide the relevant 
dates. 


Now interestingly, Helen’s 
granddaughter was there 
visiting, with her new baby. 
The baby was born “ out of 
wedlock” and the 
granddaughter seemed very 
accepted and welcomed, and 
the baby’s name and the dad’s 
name were already entered. 


Later we trotted off to the 
local cemetery to view my 
grandfather’s gravesite. As I 
wandered around, I 
wondered how many of our 
stories of love and devotion 
have not been told, have not 
been recorded. In that wee 
cemetery alone there were 
several gravestones of “ 


single “ people and I 
wondered about their 
stories. 


A recent report in the 
Edmonton Journal spoke 


about the census data that for 
the first time notes our 
established relationships. The 
folks interviewed had some 
concerns about the 
information being used 
against us, but I celebrate 
every way we can get counted, 
enumerated, noticed and can 
take up our space. Being 
counted as in relationship 
makes a difference on many 
levels. It causes the counter 
to stop and think about our 
existence, the report writer 
to pause and consider our 
presence, the reader to notice 
us and society to have one 
less way in which to avoid us. 
In other columns | have 
touched on some questions | 
have on why we want to 
emulate the institution of 
heterosexual marriage but if 
we can get married, registered 
or whatever, then we are more 
countable and thus more 
powerful. 


Genealogy is a huge 
passion for many. While 
visiting my Dad, I also 
visited good friends, both 
of whom are librarians. We 
were chuckling about some 
of their retirement plans to 
be like the many “ little old 
couples’ who come into 
libraries, “ just looking for 
some information on 
Uncle? Harold’: ~Sovva 
challenge and an invitation 
— do your genealogy, make 
sure you get counted and 
noted in your own families 
records, speak up at census 
time...and be counted.

Women In 
The Life

Women in the Life, Inc., DC’s 
premiere lesbian of colour event 
Management Company and 
magazine, today announced a new 
non-profit arm, the Women in the 
Life Association. The new 
Association consists of various 
community groups and individuals 
throughout the country, who 
advocate and support the needs of 
lesbians and women of colour 
who partner with women. The 
Association will provide 
information referral, program 
sponsorship, and association 
benefits. 


“Lesbians of colour and women 
of colour who partner with women 
have long been ignored in our 
struggle for equality. This is long 
overdue. We desperately need a 
national non-profit organization to 
voice our concerns and represent 


our underserved community,” 
said Sheila Alexander-Reid, 
Women in the Life founder. “I’ve 
been in business in this 
community for nine years, and 
witnessed the difficulties and 
disparities we face. It became 
clear that my for-profit company 
alone could not adequately 
address these problems. Our 
voices are louder when we are 
banded together. Women in the 
Life’s goals are to organize 
everyone so that we are like a 
fist, with many fingers, but 
ultimately, one unit. We don’t 
speak for our affiliate members, 
but we will make it possible for 
their voices to be heard. We'll 
teach them how to organize in 
their own town. We will be the 
circuitry that helps lesbians and 
women of colour who partner 
with women engage with each 
other no matter where they are. 


A needs-assessment survey 
conducted by The Women in the 
Life Association during DC’s 
recent Black Pride found that one 
of the most common problems in 
the community was a lack of 
connection with other lesbians 


and women of colour who partner 
with women. To address this, the 
Women in the Life Association just 
launched their new website - 
womeninthelife.org providing a 
worldwide forum for these women 
to connect, exchange ideas, 
socialize and network. The website 
will further serve as an information 
resource for finding local, national, 
and international organizations, 
events and services of interest to 
cater to the lesbian of colour and 
women of colour who partner with 
women. The Association 
endeavours to create a space, both 
virtually and physically, for women 
to craft art that speaks to our 
particular interests. 


The Fall Tea Party is a fundraiser 
that will give the members of the 
community a chance to mix and 
mingle in a historic setting while 
learning about the Association. 
Another signature event is planned 
for summer 2003. The gala event 
will include presentation of the First 
Annual JAZ awards. JAZ is named 
after June (Jordan), Audre (Lorde), 
and Zora (Neale Hurston), three, 
independent, strong-minded heroes 
who have paved the way for future 
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generations of women. JAZZYs 
will be awarded to women who 
have exhibited extraordinary 
dedication and passion in the fight 
for equality.

Women in the Life, Inc. (WITL) 
was created in 1993 as an events 
management company because 
there were no safe spaces for 
lesbians of colour to socialize, 
network and share their sisterhood. 
WITL brings these women 
together through informal social 
events such as poetry and spoken 
word sessions, dances, 
community fund-raisers, trips, and 
workshops in a safe space. Later 
in the same year, WITL created an 
information resource, its monthly 
publication - Women in the Life 
magazine. WITL has received 
numerous awards and media 
recognition, as well as a highly 
competitive grant from the Avon 
Foundation and The Mautner 
Project.

The first-ever pride festival 
in Jerry Falwell’s hometown. 
The following morning 150 
people stood in prayerful 
vigil for four hours outside 
Falwell’s Thomas Road 
Baptist Church. Vigilers 
also stood with signs and 
banners that read “Stop 
Spiritual Violence,” “South- 
ern Baptist Teachings are 
Killing God’s Gay, Lesbian, 
Bisexual, and Transgender 
Children,” and several oth- 
ers, including quotes from 
Gandhi. Soulforce is a na- 
tional movement committed 
to ending spiritual violence 
perpetuated by religious 
policies and teachings 
against gay, lesbian, bi- 
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sexual and transgender 
people. National and re- 
gional groups and indi- 
vidual from across the 
United States joined to- 
gether for the weekend 
events. 


Dozens of students from 
Lynchburg-area_ high 
schools and colleges joined 
residents and Soulforce 
supporters from as far away 
as Hawaii to participate in 
the pride event. Several local 
high school and college 
students also joined with 
Soulforce supporters to 
participate in the vigils in 
front of Thomas Road 
Baptist Church on Sunday 
morning. “The purpose of 
the weekend events was to 
alert, educate, and begin to 
mobilize the residents of 
Lynchburg to stand up and 
speak out against the toxic 
rhetoric spoken by Christian 
fundamentalists like Rev. 
Jerry Falwell,” said Rev. Mel 
White, co- founder of 
Soulforce Inc. “The pride 
event celebrated who we 
are and who God created us 
to be. The vigils called 
attention to the fact that 
fundamentalist rhetoric leads 
to violence and suffering for 
God’s GLBT Children,” 
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... putting the pieces of your life together... 
...through uncertainty to new possibilities...

In a press conference on 
Saturday, Rev. White said that 
several gay-friendly groups are 
taking root in Lynchburg now, 
including a PFLAG (Parents, 
Families, and Friends of Lesbians 
and Gays) chapter, a Soulforce 
local group, and a “safe haven” 
for gay teen-agers. Also 
participating in the press 
conference were Art Scott, an 
“out and proud” graduate of 
Falwell’s Liberty University, 
Faisal Alam, the founder and 
director of Al-Fatiha, an 
international organization for 
GLBTQ Muslims, and Rev. Roger 
Zimmerman, pastor of First 
Christian Church, the host church 
for the Soulforce weekend in 
Lynchburg. Rev. Mel White and 
his life-partner Gary Nixon moved 
into a home across the street 
from Thomas Road Baptist 
Church in September and have 
been attending morning worship 
services there every Sunday. Rev. 
White had ghost-written 
the autobiographies for 
Jerry Falwell and other 
Christian fundamentalist 
before he reconciled his 
sexual orientation with his 
Christian faith. During the 
weekend, 2,000 
pamphlets written by 
Mel White, titled “What 
the Bible Says — and 
Doesn’t Say — About 
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Homosexuality,” were 
distributed throughout 
Lynchburg during the pride 
event, passed out in front of 
Thomas Road Baptist Church 
and handed to individuals in a 
door-to-door campaign earlier 
in the week. 


“It was a truly powerful 
weekend,” said Diana G. 
Westbrook, co-chair of the 
weekend’s events. “We know 
that the people in Lynchburg, 
including members of Thomas 
Road Baptist Church and 
students at Liberty University, 
are ableto discern the difference 
between truth and untruth. Rev. 
Falwell is a prime nationwide 
source of untruth about 
homosexuals, and this weekend 
went a long way toward 
presenting the truth that God, 
who created us, loves us just the 
way we are.” 
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Interview 
with Dow 
Hicks, 
Owner, The 
Roost

WS: How long have you 
owned The Roost and how 
many people work for you? 
DH: I have owned The Roost 
for the whole 25 years that 
it has been in operation. In 
the beginning, I had three 
partners, but they all moved 
to the coast over the first 
few years of operation. We 
employ about 30 people 
monthly on a semi-full-time 
and part-time basis. 


WS: What did you do before 
The Roost? 

DH: I worked as a manager 
for AGT/Telus for thirty 
years. For twenty of those 
years, I was also operating 
The Roost. I was president of 
Club 70 for awhile, which 
was the only mixed club at 
that time before we formed 
The Roost. Before that, there 
were no gay bars, nothing — 
just house parties. 


WS: How did The Roost get 
its name? 

DH: I was traveling in Hawaii 
and came across a straight bar 
called The Cock’s Roost — 
seemed like a great name for 
a gay bar. We tried it for two 
days, and then dropped it, 
since the girls didn’t like it. 


WS: What was the grand 
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opening like? 

DH: It was only one level 
back then — the bar was 
where the deli is now. The 
line up was down the street 
the first day. We had a 
rooster in a cage — one of 
my partner’s at the time had 
a farm. Due to liquor 
licensing, we were only 
open weekends, but the bar 
carried its own. 


WS: What is your day like 
at the club? 

DH: I’m at the club every 
day for about an hour. I have 
every confidence in how my 
staff runs the facility. We 
have weekly meetings. On 
weekends, | generally stay 
until closing. I get enough 
of the club scene at The 
Roost, so I generally don’t 
go out much. 


WS: What was your very 
first gay bar experience? 

DH: My first experience 
with gay bars was in both 
Vancouver and Seattle in the 
late ’60’s. I guess | am aging 
myself in this comment! 
We would drive all the way 
there for a long weekend. I 
can’t even remember the 
name of the place in 
Vancouver. I went with a 


few friends — I would never 
go to the bar by myself — 
even today. It just feels more 
comfortable to go with 
friends — you know you have 
someone to talk to...I was 
pretty nervous and people 
were really quite drunk. We 
danced — it was the first time 
for that too. Nobody from 
home was going to see you 
— that made people feel 
more comfortable. We 
stayed late and had a great 
time. 


WS: What is it that you enjoy 
the most about running a 
club? 

DH: Running this bar is.a 
very interesting job as you 
meet all kinds of people, 
some more interesting than 
others of course, but that 
goes with the territory. I 


think that gay and lesbian 
people are more demanding 
than regular straight patrons, 
so we have to make a greater 
effort to please them. 


WS: What would surprise 
people about The Roost? 
DH: I think one of the most 
surprising things about The 
Roost is its longevity. That 
is something that is always 
in the back of my mind. 


WS: A brief history of the 
Roost? 

DH: The Roost was started 
in September 1977 by Paul 
Tilroe, Robert Dean, 
Eugene Keith and myself. It 
was a while in the planning 
as we had a different 
location in mind, but that 
was not acceptable to the 
city on the basis of zoning. 
We occupied only the first 
floor at the time we opened 
and we were open only three 
nights per week — Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday. In 
1980, we added a small 
patio on the north side and 
in 1985 increased its size. 
In 1989, we developed the 
second floor to give a 
different atmosphere with 
music appealing to another 
audience. The patio was 
again doubled in 1995 to its 
present size and capacity. 
Over our years of operation, 
we have always tried to 
appeal to the whole gay 
community and lately also 
to those sympathetic to our 
lifestyle. As we go into our 
second quarter century, we 
will try to continue to serve 
the needs of Edmonton’s 
Gay and Lesbian 
community and look 
forward to meeting the 
needs of our group.

Lesbian couple rides for 
equal rights Why would 
two ordinary 
grandmothers get on 
bicycles and ride them 
3100 miles across the 
country? For Carrie Stone 
and Elisia Ross, organizers 
of the Get All Your Ducks 
In A Row campaign, the 
motivation is justice and 
equality for lesbian and gay 
relationships. 


Stone and Ross are like 
ducks... appearing calm on 
the surface but paddling 
(pedaling) like crazy 
underneath! Equal marriage 
rights are so important to 
this lesbian couple, that on 
March Ist 2003, they begin 
a three-month bicycle ride 
from Florida to California 
just to call attention to the 
injustice inflicted every day 
on same-sex couples. The 
Get All Your Ducks In A 
Rowcampaign, nicknamed 
*“GAYducks,’ evolved 
from their efforts to educate 
and encourage the LGBT 
community to put their 
wishes in a legal writing. 
The campaign offers clear 
and comprehensive legal 
and political information to 
the community so that 
individual gay men and 
lesbians will have the 
necessary tools. to 
empower themselves and 


participate in the political 
process. The ultimate goal 
of the campaign is to inspire 
political activism and to 
bring about positive 
changes inthe laws affecting 
same-sex couples. 
To help make this vital 
information available, the 
campaign has a web site 
that is dedicated to its 
mission of legal equality 
for the community. 


Starting in March 2003, 
weekly updates on the 
progress of the campaign 
and the ride will be posted 
on www.GAYducks.org 
a Te ay 
www.GAYducks.org/ >. 
Stone and Ross vow to 
focus on this issue until the 
laws change. “Ridinga bike 
across the country is no 
easy feat,” says Ross who 
will turn 50 this year. 
“Carrie’s daughter just 


gave birth to our first 
grandchild in July of this 
year.” The two are training 
for the ride by biking about 
25 miles each day. “We 
hope to encourage 
grassroots level activism by 
providing organizing tools,” 
explains Stone. “And,” she 
continues, “we will be 
handing out information 
about state and local laws 
affecting gay rights as well 
as providing contact 
information for elected 
officials, candidates and 
other LGBT organizations.”

Pioneer 
Harry Hay 


A Personal Message 
and 

Reflection From Rev. 
Troy Perry 


We are saddened by 4 
death this week of Harry 
Hay, a true pioneer of the 
modern gay a 


movement. 


History will longremember 
Harry Hay for formulating 
the concept ofhomosexuals 
as an oppressed cultural 
minority group — a 
powerful concept that 
helped birth the movement 
for legal and social equality 
for gays, lesbians, bisexuals 
and transgender persons. 
Hay founded |The 
Mattachine Society, which 
was one of the earliest 
homosexual groups and 
one of the first groups to 
fight the police entrapment 
of gay males. During the 
1950s and 1960, police 
entrapment was especially 
used to harass gay men. In 
one case, Hay helped to 
retain a lawyer for the

defendant, who publicly 
acknowledged is 


homosexuality and then 
went on to fight the legal 
charges. The jury acquitted 


the defendant and this 
historic case helped to 
strengthen the gay equality 
movement. 


During my first public 
protest for gay equality in 
Los Angeles in 1969, Harry 
Hay and his partner John 
Burnside joined me forthree 
days of public protests and 
picketing at the State 
Steamship Company. A 
member of our 
Metropolitan Community 
Churches had been fired by 
the company solely because 
it was discovered he was 
gay. About the sametime, a 
gay man in Los Angeles 
had died as a result of a 
police beating. These two

events motivated me to call 
for the first public protest 
in Los Angles, and I have 
always been thankful that 
Harry Hay and his partner 
John stood shoulder-to- 
shoulder with me and the 
members of Metropolitan 
Community Churches in 
that public event that 
helped to embolden the 
gay community of Los 
Angeles. 


I had spoken with Harry 
very recently and we had 
planned to get together in 
San Francisco this 
weekend to share a meal. I 
spoke just this morning 
with John Burnside, 
Harry’s partner of39 years, 


and John vividly recalled 
their participation at my first 
public demonstration in 
1969. 


I was especially moved 
during today’s conversation 
with John when he said, 
“Harry always admired the 
work of Metropolitan 
Community Churches and 
often commented that 
MCC was one ofthe earliest 
groupsto takea public stand 
for equal rights for gay men 
and lesbians.” 


In the late 70’s, Harry 
became __ increasingly 
interested in the spiritual 
aspects of the gay 
community and was 


instrumental in founding the 
Radical Faeries, a group 
committed to gay spirituality 
and ecology. He also 
devoted much of his life to 
Native American causes, 
women’s issues and antiwar 
campaigns. 


All people who believe in 
justice and equality owe a 
debt of gratitude for the 
vision and work of Harry 
Hay. I encourage all people 
of goodwill to remember 
the important ways in which 
Harry’s life and activism 
have made our lives better, 
and to especially remember 
his partner, John Burnside, 
with your love and prayers 
during this time of loss.

Pedophiles 
and 
Child 
Molesters 


The Slaughter of 
Innocence 


Pedophile 
Characteristics 


A pedophile will usually 
exhibita series of personality 
characteristics that are 
common in this type of 
offender. It is important to 
understand that these 
characteristics alone do not 
conclusively determine that 
a person is a pedophile. But 
if these indicators, combined 
with a pattern of behaviour 
that arouses suspicion, are 
present then there may be 
enough probable cause to 
believe that the person is a 
pedophile. 


He carries on what can be 
termed “a special 
relationship” with a wife. 
Often pedophiles have failed 
marriages due to their sexual 
interests but remain in the 
marriage to mask their true 
intentions. Sadly, the wife 
sometimes knows about her 
husband’s preference, but 
prefers to keep quiet to avoid 
social stigma and disgrace. 


He displays a fascination or 
unusual interest in children. 
If an adult has an inordinate 
amount of interest in pre- 
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pubescent children, it 
doesn’t confirm he is a 
pedophile, but it should at 
least arouse suspicion. 

He makes _ frequent 
references to children in 
exalted or exaggerated terms 
such as “pure,” “innocent,” 
”God sent,” “blissful” and 
other descriptive labels that 
seem inappropriate and 
excessive. Remember that 
a pedophile cannot help the 
way he behaves and 
therefore will inadvertently 
reveal aspects about himself 
during speech. 


He has hobbies or interests 
that commonly belong in 
the realm of a child’s world 
such as toy collecting, 
building models of cars or 
planes. His home or room is 
decorated in achild’s theme. 
And often, that theme will 
reflect the age bracket of his 
preferred victim. 


He is over 30 years of age, 
single and has few or no 
friends his own age. He may 
also have frequent and 
unexplained changes of 
residence. He may be unable 
or unwilling to discuss why 
he lost his last job. He may 
have a military discharge 
that he cannot explain and a 
past that he cannot easily 
talk about. 


He has systematic and 


prolonged access to 
children. | Pedophiles, 
because of the wide age 
disparity between 
themselves and_ their 
victims, cannot just hang 
around children. The 


pedophile has to find a way 
to legitimize his contact with 
kids. He usually 
accomplishes this by 
obtaining employment in a 
field where he is forced to 


deal with children ona daily 
basis. Jobs like 
schoolteachers, bus 
drivers, camp counsellors, 
photographers and sports 
coaching serve their needs 
perfectly. They will always 
volunteer for activities in 
which they are left alone 
with children with no 
parental supervision 
(Lanning, p. 19). 


Pedophiles are also very 
adept at locating troubled 
or withdrawn children. 
They have acquired this 
skill through years of trial 
and error. They have come 
to identify what usually 
works and what usually 
doesn’t. The most common 
technique used by 
pedophiles to obtain sex 
from children is the 
seduction method. This 
process is very similar to 
the classic boy/girl 
courtship. Though the child 
might be under 10-years- 
old, the pedophile will lavish 
gifts upon the target, take 
him or her to amusement 
parks, museums, 
restaurants and other places 
of interest. This author 
recalls a case in which a 
pedophile attempted to 
seduce a child who had an 
interest in music. The 
suspect escorted the boy to 
expensive Broadway plays 
like Phantom of the Opera 
and Miss Saigon. 
Afterwards, they ate in 
fashionable Manhattan 
cafes and went sightseeing. 
The child was just 8 years 
old. In another recent case, 
reported by the New York 
Times (February 2, 2000), 
a Bronx man_ lured 
neighbourhood children to 
his apartment with 
Pokemon cards and 
Chinese food. He then 


abused a number of children 
after giving them marijuana 
and screening pornographic 
videos. The abused children 
later got together and 
attempted to set fire to the 
suspect’s apartment. 


If the target is a troubled 
child, the pedophile will com- 
fort and sympathize with him 
or her. Often, over a period, 
the child will develop feel- 
ings for the offender even 
though he is being actively 
abused. The dynamics at 
work in this type of situation 
are well known to psycholo- 
gists. This process of sym- 
pathizing with the offender 
has been called Stockholm 
syndrome. It was first rec- 
ognized in 1973 after a no- 
torious bank robbery in Swe- 
den in which the hostages 
taken by the suspects began 
to develop feelings of attach- 
ment toward their captors. 
Children who are sexually 
victimized can feel the same 
way. This is often the case 
when the offender happens 
to be a member of the clergy 
or another traditional figure 
of trust. In early 2002, an el- 
ementary school bus driver 
pleaded guilty in Westchester 
County Court, New York, to 
abusing 9-year-old children 
on his bus during the trip 
home each day. The abuse 
may have gone on for as 
long as 15 years with a suc- 
cession of students. In cases 
such as this, the events will 
not be reported because of 
the emotional attachment be- 
tween offender and victim. 
Remember that pedophiles 
are masters in the manipula- 
tion of children. However, as 
the victim matures into adult- 
hood, these benevolent feel- 
ings toward the abuser often 
dissipate and the painful 
truth of the abuse sets in.
